Congefs   of  the  United  States. 

HOUSE  of  REFR  FSENTATIVES. 

Monday,  Mat  32. 

[Continued  from  our  liifl .] 
Mr.  Smith  in  anl'wer  to  Mr.  Nicholas. 
1.  Hk- next  article  of  complaint  was 
■with  refpect  to  contraband  goods.  If 
gentleman  will  confult  the  I  AW  of  na- 
tions, they  will  rind,  that  the  articles 
mentioned  in  the  Brit  lift  tiratyareby 
the.law  of  nations  conli  aband  articles. 
TJi^y  will  find  that  in  all  the  treaties 
Denmark  and  Sweden  ;  Great 
n  had  made  the  fame  ttipulation. 
Indeed  the  gentleman  had  acknow- 
ledged, that  it  was  fo  Hated  by  fome 
wrhers  on  the  law  of  nations  ;  but  he 
wifhed  to  derogate  from  the  authority 
of  tholt  writers  in  ihefamewayat  Mr. 
Gener,  in  his  correfpondence  with  Mr. 
JeHerfon,  had  called  them  worm  eaten 
i'  ljo'sand  unity  nphoriliiis  ;  toVatel, 
anight  be  added  V  alin's  ordinances,  a 
■very  refpeCtable  work  in  France.  How 
then,  can  the  gentleman  with  truth 
fay,  we  ha\e  deviated  from  the  law  of 
nations  ? 

3.  Thelafl  point  whichthe  gentleman 
took  tit  lice  at,  w  as,  the  provilion  ai  ti- 
de. There  was  no  doubt  that  the  go- 
vernment would  never  allow  provifi- 
ons  to  be  deem-ed  contraband,  except 
when  going  to  a  befieged  or  blocka- 
ded port.  Though  he  made  this  decla- 
ration, yet  it  was  but  candid  to  ac- 
knowledge, that t hiswasfiated  by  Va- 
tel  10  be  the  law  of  nations.  [He  read 
an  extract  from  Vattel.] 

When  this  was  Hated  by  lord  Gren- 
ville  to  Mr.  Fir.cktiey,  our  then  mini- 
ller in  London,  Mr.  Finckney  acknow- 
ledged it  to  be  fo  Hated  in  Vatel,  but 
very  ingenuolly  argued,  that  France 
could  not  be  conlidered  in  the  lltua- 
tion  mentioned  in  Vatel,  fince  prOvi- 
iions  was  cheaper  there  than  in  En- 
gland, and  therefore  the  cafe  did  not 
apply.  When  our  envoy  was  lent  to 
London,  both  parties  were  tcn.tcions 
on  thisground.  Cur  miniller  w  as  un- 
willing to  agree  to  ibis  conltrut'tion 
of  the  law  of  nations,  but  the  Ihitiih 
minilter  infilled  upon  it,  and  if  there 
had  not  been  fome  compromile  the 
negotiation  mull  have  been  broken  oH 
and  a  war  probably  enfued  The  re- 
fill was,  therefore,  that,  without  ad- 
xuiting  it  to  be  the  law  of  nations  it  was 
agreed  that  where  provilions  were  con- 
traband  by  the  law  of  nations,  they 
Should  be  paid  for,  but  not  confifcated 
as  the  law  of  nations  (admitting  that 
confti  -notion)  would  have  authorized. 
Therefore  l"o:ne  advantage  was  fecured 
To  Fiance — for  if  Great  Britain  had 
connlVated  our  verlels  going  to  France 
with  provifions,  it  would  certainly 
Jiave  damped  the  ardor  of  our  citizen* 
employed  in  that  commerce  ;  but  un- 
der tii is  regulation,  our  merchants 
were  certain  of  being  paid  lor  their 
cargoes,  whether  they  arrived  in 
France,  or  were  carried  into  England. 
Thele  were  the  ?  grounds  of  objection 
wbich  the  gentleman  from  Virginia, 
lltd  Hated  as  grounds  of  complaint  by 
the  French,  a^ainlt  the  Bruilh  treaty. 

Hefore  he  went  further,  he  would 
obferve,  that  admitting  (  witicli  lie  did 
not  ad. nit)  that  the  re  ha.'  been  lolid 
grounds  or  objection  again!!  the  Bri- 
tifli  treaty,  beloi  e  it  was  ratified,  vet 
they  oughr  now  to  be  doled.  It  had 
received  a  full  dilcufifon  at  the  time 
JiJiad  been  can  ied  into  elfect,  was  be- 
caWie  the  J .\\v  ul  the  1  mil,  a:i<l  was  gc- 
iiwalUr  approved  of  by  the  cotmtiy. 
W  hyphen,  endeavor  to  flir  np  the 
feelings  of  the  public  againll  it  by  al- 
leging it  to  bejuit  caufe  of  com- 
plaint? If  the  committee  wanted  any 
proof  of  the  approbation  which  that 
inltrumenthad  received,  he  thought  it 
might  be  gathered  from  the  general 
approbation  which  had  been  given  of 
the  administration  of  the  late  preii- 
dent  on  his  retirement  from  office,  in 
«>oing  which,  the  people  bad  doubtlefs 
taken  into  view  the  whole  of  his  con- 
efuift.

by  the  2d  article  of  our  treatv  with
